Movie making is a big business, and 
operates accordingly.

Catholics of the United States not only took 


the pledge of the Legion of Decency once a_ 


year but kept it, the moral tone of movies 
would take a sharp swing upwards. You can- 
not attend morally objectionable movies and 
expect that no moral harm will result or that 
movie makers will not be encouraged to pro- 
duce more of the same kind.

“FLY YOUR American flag on Immaculate 
Conception Day, the American national 
Catholic patronal feast,” advises Bishop 
Thomas K, Gorman of Dallas-Fort Worth. 


Suggesting that Catholics make the De- 
cember 8 feast day a combination religious 
and national observance, the prelate said: 


“You, will thus show both your faith and 
your patriotism, your love of God, His 
Mother and yAir country. What better way 
to show that your faith strengthens and com- 
plements your devotion to our dear land?” 


“Have you a flag at your house? Do you 
ever put it out? You should, you know. It 
is your duty on general national anniversar- 
ies and at other times. Fly your flag on .%Im- 
maculate Conception Day, the American na- 
tional Catholic patronal feast.” 


“Besides putting out the flag in front of 
our homes, we must raise it, too, on the staffs 
at our schools and institutions.” 


“Our schools and high schools would do 
well likewise to have*special exercises just 
as on other national feasts.” 


The feast of the Immaculate Conception origin- 
ated in the East about the 8th century. In the 
llth century it began to be celebrated by the 
Western Church in England and was finally put 
on the calendar of the Universal Church in the 
14th century. This painting is by the Spahish 
artist, Murillo, and comes from a collection in 
the famous Del Prado Museum in Madrid, Spain. 
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thoughts expressed by our late Holy Father 
Pius XI and by Pius XII—that movies can be 
either a blessing or a curse. : 

On July 14, 1945, the present Holy Father 
spoke these words to a group of Hollywood 
producers: “O, the immense amount of good 
that the motion picture can effect. That is 
why the evil spirit, always so active in this 
world, wishes to pervert this instrument for 
some impious purpose.” 

Pope Pius XI in his encyclical. on motion 
pictures made this strong statement: “Every- 
one knows what damage is done to the soul 
by bad motion pictures. They are occasions 
of sin; they seduce young people along the 
ways of evil by glorifying the passions; they 
show life under a false light; they cloud 
ideals; they destroy pure love, respect for 
marriage and affection for the family. They 
are capable also of creating prejudices among 
individuals, misunderstandings among na- 
tions, among social classes, and entire races.” 

Are motion pictures today contributing a 
moral uplift? Are they providing ‘good 
wholesome entertainment? Or is there room 
for improvement? 

There was a time in the history of the Le- 
gion of Decency when A-1 (family) movies 
numbered over sixty per cent and “B” 
(morally objectionable) movies numbered 
less than seven per cent. -Today, however, a 
look at the figures of the Legion of Decency 
shows that “B” movies in a recent six-month 
period actually outnumbered the A-1 movies. 

Last year the weekly attendance at movies 
reached a peak of 70,000,000 in America. It 
was reported that the average American last 
year spent $25 on movies. This form of en- 
tertainment is leaving its impression—for 
good or bad—on America. 

It was in order to combat the dangers of 
bad motion pictures and to encourage the 
making of good ones that the Legion of 
Decency was established by the bishops of 
the United States. 

Back in October, 1933, Archbishop 
Cicognani, Apostolic Delegate to the United 
States, realizing the need for a decisive step, 
issued a call to action. In November, 1933, 
the bishops at their annual meeting appoint- 
ed an Episcopal Committee on Motion Pic- 
tures and by April 1934, the Legion of De- 
cency was in operation. 7 

The Legion is composed of a committee of 
five bishops, one of whom serves as Chair- 
man. No ohne of these serves successively for 
more than five years. The Executive office is 
located at 453 Madison Avenue, New York 
City. The staff is composed of an executive 
secretary, an assistant executive secretary 
(both priests) and the chairman of the mo- 
tion pictures reviewers. 

There is a staff of lay people connected 
with the office. The reviewers, who give their 
time on a non- (Continued on page 14)

The Immaculate Conception 


merely states that the Mother of 
Jesus Christ, she from whom He 
drew His blood and humanity, was 
never tainted: in the slightest way by 
the stain of original sin. That is the 
meaning of the Immaculate Con- 
ception. 


It does not mean that the Blessed 
Virgin was born miraculously, or by 
special divine co-operation, or any~ 
thing like that. It simply means that 
she was born as the rest of us were, 
from her own father and mother, in 
the natural way, but that in her case 
the taint of original sin which is 
transmitted to every child of Adam 
was not transmitted to her. By a 
special privilege of God, due to the 
merits of her Son to be, and befitt- 
ing her office as Mother of the Re- 
deemer, she was free from that sin 
contracted by Adam and made part 


of heritage of his posterity. 
The sin of Adam in his own case_ 


was an actual sin, a serious violation 
of God’s solemn command to him, 


By that sin, Adam lost the favor of 


God and was banished from. Para- 
dise, and forfeited the title to a heav- 
enly inheritance. As an exile he 
went forth under God’s malediction. , 
Whatever he was, he, as the father 
of the human race, passed on to his 
descendants. 


As Benedict Arnold in betraying 
his country lost not only citizenship, 
but also property rights, so Adam lost 
the title to God’s favor and to Para- 
dise. If Benedict Arnold had de- 


- gcendants, they would have lost title 


to his rights, property, etc., which 
but for his treason would have been 
theirs. Without any actual fault of 
theirs, they would be under the pen- 
alty of forfeiture of all that would. 
have keen transmitted to them if he 
had not betrayed his country and lost 
his possessions, 


In like manner, we all. were born 
in that disinherited condition of 
Adam, deprived of God’s grace and 
our title to His kingdom. As trans- 
mitted to us by our very nature, this 
original taint implied no actual guilt 
on our part, but only the impaired 
nature which was the result of his 
transgression. This impaired nature 
cut us off from God’s grace and His 
heavenly home. 


But God’s mercy is above all His 
works, and so, by the sending of the 
Redeemer, He made it possible for 
every human being to regain for 
himself the grace and inheritance 
which were lost by the primal fall. 


Now the meaning of the Immacu- 
late Conception is just this, that the 
Mother of the Redeemer was exempt 
from that human stain which im- 

aired every other human being. 

his exemption was through the 
merits of her Son to be, and be- 
fitting her who was to be the Mother 
of the Stainless One, the Redeemer 
Himself. The poet aptly describes 
this wonderful privilege of the 
Blessed Mother when he styles her 


“our tainted nature’s solitary boast.” 


It was only fitting that she, who 
was to give the Redeemer the blood 
which He was to shed on Calvary 
for our redemption, should herself 
be always and absolutely untainted. 
And that is the meaning of the Im- 
maculate Conception. It signifies that 
God made a special exception in her 
case, so that at her very creation she 
was made, as regards the soul’s free- 
dom from sin, as Adam and Eve were 


before the fall.

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Arab vs. Jew

Israel, one must not forget tha there is a 
third side representing the interests of the 


United Nations together with hundreds of 
millions of Christians and Moslems 


throughout the world. 

In 1948, the UN called for the inter- 
nationalization of Jerusalem as a solution 
to the problems in that area. 

(Internationalization means that Jeru- 
salem itself, and its environs where the 
Holy Places are located, would not be under 
the domination of any one nation, but 
would be protected and administered by the 
UN.) se 

This has consistently been the position of 
the Catholic Church, and “the attitude of 
the Catholic Church on the Palestine ques- 
tion remains unchanged,” according. to 
Msgr. Thomas J. McMahon in his report 
last year to the Catholic Near East Welfare 
Association. According to Msgr. McMahon, 
our Church “still stands for the implemen- 
tation of the United Nations decision for the 
internationalization of Jerusalem and for 
justi¢e for 800,000 Arab refugees now ex~ 
iled from the Holy Land.” 

(The.current issue of Newsweek reports 
that there are now 900,000 registered refu- 
gees and 200,000 destitute villagers. ) 

Crossing from Europe two years ago we 
talked with an American businessman who 
had visited some of these refugee eamps 
and he was still shaken by the experience. 
These Arabs—900,000 of them, equivalent 
to the whole population of a city like Bal- 
timore or Pittsburgh—had been brutally 
uprooted from their homes and businesses 
and just shooed out to get along as best they 
could. They are living now in unbelievable 
squalor, without adequate food and with no 
sanitation facilities: Our friend had struck 
up a conversation with one self-designated 
“filthy wretch” who spoke English: “I 
used to have the Buick agency for Pales- 
tine,” he said, “and-now this—” with a des- 
pairing gesture toward the shantytown in 
which he was now living. 

Our friend had taken: movies to show 
the service clubs here in the States—‘“‘but,” 
he said, “no one will believe even these 
pictures. There is evidently an _ inter- 
national conspiracy to keep these things out 
of our press.” 

According to a recent report, these 
900,000 refugees, having nothing else to live 
for, are making it their supreme object in 
life to get even with the Jews. However 
impractical it may seem to us, they want 
their homes back and will stop at nothing 
to achieve their purpose. A favorite sport 
among them is to gather the children to- 
gether and have a contest on who can sug- 
gest the most gruesome tortures to inflict

Trinity, is enthroned with her Son as 
Queen of Heaven. The angels are her 
subjects, even as are the saints. If 
the angels are immaculate, how much 
more fitting is it that their Queen 
should be so. 

Fitting was it, therefore, that as 
Mother of God and Queen of Heaven 
she should never have been under the 
dominion of God’s enemy, even for an 
Fitting was it that the trail 
of the serpent that defiled our first 
parents should never have soiled the 
soul of her who was to be the habita- 
tion of the Sinless One. Fitting was it 
that the Mother of God should never 
have been without His grace and 
favor. 2 

If we had the choice of our mothers, 
how wonderfully we should endow 
them! God had the choice and the 
fashioning of His Mother, and we may 
be sure that nothing which Omnipo- 
tence could confer on her was omitted.

The colors 
are more intense and they cover more 
thoroughly. When two parts of the 
opaque paint (it is in paste form) are 


‘mixed with water until it is like thin 


cream, it is ready to use. A pint of red, 
yellow, blue, black and white are 
enough colors to begin with. 


Children need big brushes. Buy 
some inexpensive, short handle, var- 
nish brushes, one and two inches wide 
for painting boxes and large surfaces. 
Long handle easel brushes, one half 
inch and one inch wide, are useful 
but more expensive. Help your child 
wash out his brushes each day and dry 
them with the brush end up.

Next comes Tombolo, where he was cu- 
rate, with closeups of his scrupulously kept 
account book and of the copybook in which 
he wrote out his sermons, laboring past 
midnight to get every word right.

Famous Catholics 


John Tabb 


QO NE of the best known 
Catholic poets in the United 
States is Father John Tabb. 

John Bannister Tabb was 
born in 1845 in Richmond, 
Virginia. His parents were 
Protestants, and belonged to 
one of the oldest and weal- 
thiest families in Virginia, 

When John was fourteen, 
his, eyesight became so poor 
that he had to give up his 
studies. To amuse himself 
he began to practice on the 
piano, and within 3 years, he 
Was an excellent musician. 

When the Civil War. be- 


gan, John joined the Con- 


federate Navy. He was cap- 
tured in 1864 and taken to a 
military prison. Here he 
formed a strong friendship 
with another famous South- 
ern poet and musician, Sid- 
ney Lanier. 

The following year, John 
was released from prison. 
The war was over and his 
family fortune was gonex He 
found a job as a teacher in 
St. Paul’s School, a Protes- 
tant institution in Baltimore.

Some days ago I was in Racine, Wi 
to give a talk at a regional meeti Bb bee ipo 
School Press Associat z eeting of the Catholic 


tion. There were about 7 - 
ful editors there. As usual, when I go ry fe 6 
these — or any youth meeting, for that matter — I 
always learn a great deal more than my good listeners 
do, At this particular meeting I detected something 
which is hardly suspected by most people, especially 
adults. And that is that our youth are definitely wor- 
ried about the future. 


But I said that this state of mind was hardly 
suspected by adults. It’s the truth. Young people don’t 
like to have their thoughts read. They don’t like to be 
“figured.” Being adolescents, their ideas and convic- 
tions are only in a formative stage and they are very 
wary about confiding to anyone. Being also very sen- 
sitive, criticism and ridicule strike deep into their 
hearts. This combination: of circumstances frequently 
brings’ about in adolescents an attitude of aloofness, 
sophistication and sometimes toughness. But for the 
most part it’s only a cover-up. Our youngsters are 
searching but they don’t want anyone to know it. 
They are also worried but they don’t want anyone to 
know it. Anyone who deals with adolescents discovers 
this characteristic sooner or later. : 


Well, what are our young people worrying about 
then? They are worrying about the future. But with 
our young people a new concern has come into the 
picture—namely that there is no longer any use in 
trying to-be good. The headlines seem to indicate that 
most of our youth are bad. 

This strikes our youth front with varying reac- 
tions. Some immediately capitulate. They go bad. They 
figure (wrongly) that the majority is headed that way 
and they might as well join the crowd. 

Others — and this is the majority — aren’t so 
easily swayed. Nevertheless they are worried: Because 
you see, they too think the majority are going bad— 
are. bad! The result is that millions of good kids are 
being reduced to a state of discouragement. 

This is a time for all. youth to. take a calm ap- 
praisal of the facts. And the facts are that only 10 
per cent of our young people are actually involved in 
crime and delinquency. Everyone else is not doing it! 
Only 10 per cent are. The other 90 per cent are good, 
wholesome and right living individuals. 

I speak with some conviction on this, aside from 
the statistics. Since the founding of the FIGHTING 
69th in 1949, do you know that over a half million 
American Catholic youth have risen to meet the chal- 
lenge of this movement?. That’s a headline if anyone 
wants to print it! 

I could go on. But I just wanted a word with the 
90 per cent who want to do the right thing and are 
doing it. 

Quit your worrying. Get on the ball. There’s a 
battle to be won. And you, my young friends, are the 


. ones to win it. 


Fighting G9th Affiliates 
With NCWC Youth Dept. 


Ox Tuesday, November 29 it was 
announced at the National Catholic Youth 
Convention in St. Louis that the FIGHTING 
69th had officially affiliated with the Youth 
Department of the National Catholic Welfare 
Conference. Also, at this same convention the 
FIGHTING 69th presented’ the “Honorary 
Commander Award” to Msgr. Jos. E. Schie- 
der, Ph.D., Director of the Youth Department. 

Fundamentally, this means that the 
FIGHTING 69th is now in a position to coop- 
erate more fully with the general aims of the 
Bishops of the United States as represented 
by the Youth Department of the NCWC. 

Secondly, the FIGHTING: 69th will be in 
a much better position to cooperate with the 
other affiliates of the Youth Department, 
both local and national. 

The third reason for affiliation at this 
time is the fact that the Youth Department 
can make available to FIGHTING 69th Cam- 
paigners — and members of other youth or- 
ganizations — plenary indulgences for at- 
tending Mass and receiving Holy Communion 
on certain feast days through the year.

The wonderful part about such conjecture is that 
no one can ever prove anyone else wrong. Each of us, 
in‘his own mind, is fully convinced that he is right, 
and that his particular hero or team belongs at the 
top of the heap. Statistics can be quoted until the cows 
come home, sparkling performances can be recalled 
without number, but: nobody can ever prove con- 
clusively that his adversary is wrong. And until some- 
one proves us wrong, he’s right. : 


The whole question came up one night when 
someone said, “Who was the greatest football player 
Notre Dame ever turned out?” 


Immediately names began to fly. George Gipp— 
Creighton Miller—Ralph Guglielmi—Adam Walsh— 
Elmer Layden—Joe Ruetz—and many others. 


For my money, the nod must go to Johnny Lujack, 
the kid from Connellsville, Pa. who performed at 
quarterback in 1943-46-47. 


As a freshman, Johnny didn’t play varsity ball, 
but he began to learn the intricacies of the T-formation 
which Frank Leahy was installing at South Bend that 
fall. In 1943, however, Lujack moved up to the second 
string quarterback post behind the great “Angelo 
Bertelli. ; 


After five games of the 1943 season, Bertelli was 
called to active duty with the Marines, and Lujack 
stepped into the top job with the nation’s finest college 
team. His first assignment was. against Army in 
Yankee Stadium where he passed for two touchdowns 
in leading the Irish to a 26-0 win. | 

Both 1944 and 1945 were spent on active Navy 
duty, but Lujack returned to Notre Dame in the spring 
of 1946..As football fans recall, that year’s Irish squad 
was bulging with returning veterans and fresh high 
school talent as well. Lujack & Co., swept through 
their nine games with only that memorable scoreless 


tie with Army as a blot on the record. They were 


chosen as the national champions. 

In 1947, again, Notre Dame went undefeated. Once 
again they were given national championship honors, 
And once again it was Lujack who was the leader. 
Always poised, Johnny demonstrated over and over 
again just what football greatness was. - 

During spring practice before the 1947 season, 
Leahy had decided to move Lujack from his quarter- 
back *spot to left halfback where he would have more 
opportinity to use his brilliant running ability. George 
Ratterman was slated to take over the quarterback 
position. During spring drills, Leahy used Lujack at 
both halfback spots as well as fullback. 

“John is our best runner at all three positions,” 
said Frank. “It’s a shame we can’t use him at all four 


backfield spots at the same time,” he ended mourn- 


fully. 

Lujack performd naturally all the little things that 
the coaches were trying to drill into other runners. 
At fullback he automatically dropped his shoulder and 
boomed into a defensive linebacker to pick up those 
extra two or three yards. At halfback, he swept wide 
with great speed, turning the ends for long gains. 
When the end could not be turned, Lujack instince- 
tively cut inside and moved downfield. On quick open- 
ers he was through the hole and cutting away from 
the secondary before they could adjust. 

In every case, Lujack needed little or no coaching 
to learn the things that required long hours on the 
part of other boys. At defense, too, he was superb. 
Teaming with Terry Brennan and Pete Ashbaugh, 
Lujack & Co. formed the finest defensive secondary 
Notre Dame has ever had. , 

Leahy’s plans for Lujack went by the boards, 
however, when Ratterman signed with a professional 
club. Lujack remained at quarterback. His only sorties 
with the ball came either on quarterback sneaks or 
when his pass receivers were covered. Neither of these 
occasions are particularly ‘auspicious for gaining 
ground. 

Yet Johnny averaged an amazing 11.6 yards for 
each carry in 1947. His 1946 mark was 4.7. If he were 
operating out of the present Notre Dame split-T 
offense, Lujack would have been even more out- 
standing. As Ralph Guglielmi and Paul Hornung have 
demonstrated, the split-T is made to order for a fine 
running quarterback: 

Lujack’s passing marks were also outstanding. In 
1946 he completed 49 of 100 for 778 yards. The follow- 
ing year he connected on 61 of 109 for a 56% record. 
They netted 777 yards. | 

As previously stated, everyone has his own ideas 
as to just who rates as Notre Dame’s greatest football 
player. You can build a strong case for George Con- 
nor... or Leon Hart... or at least a dozen other 
talented stars.

DESPERATE HOURS (Paramount) This 
is a tense, beautifully acted adult drama

that threatens to win ‘some Academy 
awards. Oddly enough, I didn’t find it any 
‘more exciting than “The Night Holds Ter- 
ror,” a film made on the same theme and 
about one-tenth the budget. 

Frederic March is one of the finest actors 
In the business and Humphrey Bogart al- 
ways gives an excellent performance. Both 
are being considered for awards for their 
portrayals. 

While recognizing the excellent perform- 
ances, I feel uneasy about films like this 
where the police are shown as less than 
competent and the solution to the problem 
of overcoming the criminal is found in the 
private citizen. It may be naive of me but 
I don’t think there are many law officers 
more concerned in getting elected than sav- 
ing human lives. But “Desperate Hours” is 
top film fare for adults. 


THREE STRIPES IN THE SUN (Colum- 
bia) This is a pleasant little picture about 
a sergeant who overcomes his hatred of the 
Japanese by helping some sisters at an or- 
phanage. It is based on a true story and this 
makes it the more interesting. Aldo Ray is 
the sergeant and Phil Carey is a gerral 
who helps him make his decision. It is a 
family film and chances are you’ll enjoy it. 

ULYSSES (Paramount) The dubbing of 
the voices has been done awkwardly in this 
mammoth Italian production of the great 
classic. Kirk Douglas and Anthony Quinn 
give excellent performances and the pag- 
eantry is shown in color but somewhere 
along the way the film fails to click. 


CINERAMA HOLIDAY (Louis de Roche- 
mont Associates) Cinerama was a nice trick 
and the first film interested me but the 
novelty wears off and I find the second 
version not nearly so interesting. Not that 
it doesn’t do enough things with me—it 
takes me on a plane flight over the Alps, 
down a bob sled chute, skiing down a moun- 
tain slope; on a streamliner and even on a 
ferris wheel. It really took me, too, for 
Cinerama does give you a sense of particli- 
pation and you go where the cameras take 
you. For me that was one of the big 
troubles. I didn’t want to go anywhere. I 
didn’t want to be in their doggone picture. 
I wanted to watch it and they wouldn't let 
me, The other trouble for me was that soon 
after showing consecration at High Mass at 
the Cathedral of Notre Dame, they hurried 
off to a night club where the performers 
were about as undressed as performers ever 
are. : 

RUNNING WILD (Universal) An average 
sort of a film about a policeman pretending 
to be a juvenile delinquent. William Camp- 
bell is a competent actor but this film is ob- 
jectionable for all. 

ARTISTS AND MODELS (Paramount) 
Keep the children away from this newest 
Martin and Lewis film and keep yourself 
away, too, for the lines are sometimes risque 
and the costuming almost non-existent. 

TARANTULA (Universal) This family 
rated thriller will frighten the children and

have anything in common with Miss Muffet 
you'll want to run away from your tuffet 
when the king-sized spider comes round. 

GREEN MAGIC (IFE) — This is a well 
done travelogue of a journey through 
Brazil. The color photography is beautiful 
and the film has been so carefully edited 
that it holds your interest all the way. Un- 
fortunate advertising has made it appear 
to be something it is not — what-is adver- 
tised as the “nuptial dance of the virgins” 
is a modest folk dance of natives of the 
Andes, fully dressed. 

There is one rather horrifying sequence, 
which is probably a reason for the Legion 
of Decency to say it is an adult film. A river 
infested by flesh eating fish must be crossed 
anid it is necessary to send a steer ahead as 
a sacrificial victim. What happens was 
shown too closely for my taste. 

But aside from this one too-graphic view, 
this is a film well worth seeing.

ao Unobjectionable for General Pa- 
These films are considered to contain 
which would be morally dangerous to the porns 
motion picture audience, adults and children alike. 

A-II-—Morally Unobjectionable for ‘Adults 
These are films which in themselves are morally harm- 
less, but which because of subject matter or treatment, 
0 
them without moral harm. With reference ge 
qualifies as an adult, no specific age can be given, 
Physical, mental, emotional and spiritual maturity 
all must be considered. Priests, teachers and particu- 
larly parents are the ones whose responsibility it is 
to make a judgment in particular cases. In other words, 
this classification of the Legion of Decency cannot be 
applied’ by a mathematical process; parental respon- 
sibility is still a paramount factor. 

B—Morally Objectionable in Part for All 


Films in this category contain elements dangerous to > 


Christian morals. Class B movies are not approved for 
adults. Although these films are not condemned in 
their entirety, we cannot forget that B movies are 
morally objectionable. For the nourishment of our 
body, we demand pure food. If it is even only slightly 
tainted we reject it as unfit and unsafe, and we would 
not jeopardize our health by eating it. By the same 
token, even though we realize that there is a vast dif- 
ference between B and C. movies, we must never for- 
get that B movies are morally tainted and unsafe. 

C—Condemned 
These films are what Pope Pius XI described as “posi- 
tively bad.” 

A “Separate Classification”’:is given to certain 
films which, while not morally offensive, require some 
analysis and explanation as a protection to the unin- 
formed against wrong interpretations and false con- 
clusions. ‘The film “Martin Luther” was placed in this 
category. 

Speaking the mind of Our Holy Father, His Excel- 
lency Monsignor Dell’Acqua the Substitute Secretary 
of State, writing to the International Catholic Office 
of the Film on June 22, 1955, emphasized the authority 
of the Church on the one hand and the obligations of 
Catholics on the other, in the field of morality and 
motion pictures: “It is not uncommon nowadays to 
hear certain people say that the directives and vigi- 
lance of the Church in this matter offend the dignity 
and independence proper to adults. ‘Let the Church 
promulgate laws to direct our attions,’ they do not 
hesitate to say, ‘but when it is a question of applying 
these laws to the lives of individuals, then each must 
obey his own conscience; the Church should keep out 
of such questions and not meddle.’ 

“To this objection the Holy Father has responded 
forcefully, pointing out that the government exerted 
by pastors is not ‘a mere tutelage of children but an 
efficacious direction of adults for the sake of the com- 
monweal ..-. Under the guidance and watchfulness 
of the pastors;’ and His Holiness affirms that ‘the true 
freedom of the faithful is safeguarded; they are forti- 
fied against temptations. Let them not reject, there- 
fore, the hand which God, so to say, extends to them, 
nor the sure assistance which he provides for them.’ ” 

And again, Monsignor Dell’Acqua staunchly sets 
forth the obligation of every Catholic to support the 
ideals of the Legion of Decency by living up to the 
moral classifications of movies when he gives this re- 
minder: “In a word, in an age when the influence of 
the cinema is seen to be so wide and penetrating, every 
Christian ovght to collaborate as best he can with the 
Hierarchy in the efforts which they propose to use in 
the fight against immorality, to make the film a more 
wholesome factor; abiding by the standards of action 
which the “classification established -by the Bishops 
offer.” 3 

Any Christian worthy of the name need not be 
reminded to beware of conforming to the standards of 
the world. If we are to keep our moral ideals, we must 
be nonconformists. In the field of entertainment, as 
in any other field, we may never compromise our 
principles. Christ’s reminder was “And do not conform 
to this world’s way of life.” i 

Yes, a Christian worthy of the name runs the risk 
of being denounced as intolerant, bigoted or illiberal. 
Those who support the ideals of the Legion of Decency 


run the risk of being. criticized by those who are . 


“broad-mindedt:” But then Christ was criticized too. 
If He did not stand up for His principles, if He were 
willing to drift along with the tide, He would not have 
died a young man at the age of 33.

Ousted Bishop 


Rome —(NC)— Some _ 5,000 
miles from the scenes of his tor- 
ture, a bishop expelled by the Chi- 
nese Reds is still haunted by 
nightmares in which he « suffers 
Communist torments. 


The prelate, Bishop Carlo Fer- 
roni, O.F.M., of Laohokow, | still 
anxiously inquires for Italian-born 
Father Robert Guerra, also a 
Franciscan, who was imprisoned 
with him and is still in a Commu- 
nist jail. 

Bishop Ferroni is back in his 
homeland to recuperate from 
three and a half years in Com- 
munist jails, He was arrested 
on February 27, 1952, while of- 
fering 6 a.m. Mass in his Cath- 

-edral. The leader of the Red po- 
lice, a giant of a man whom the 
bishop had seen many times, 
shoved the  bisho roughly 
against a wall. Without giving 
him time to take off his vest- 
ments, he ordered him bouad 
and taken to a room in his 
episcopal residence. While there 
he saw that the police were also

Chinese priests who worked
